After Reading of which Sentence, the Trl 
Sounded again three times ; azd the Lyon

being ended, his Holineſs was taken away fre

entertained with Fire-works, and ſome otherT 
tiſements. 
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After all ws ended, the Trinity-ChurchBell ( 
was the only Church in Scorland raken from the 
teſtants and given to the Papiſts, whereinthey#&% 
had their Service) was Rung all the Night.
